"Win the Senator from Wisconsin 
stand there and try to hoodwink the 
Senate .like that?" demanded Senator 
Simmons, chairman

"I'm not yielding to any man who 


tries to Impugn my motives," shouted 
Senator La Follette. 


The chair 
rapped 
vigorously for 


order, but Senator Simmons held his 
feet. 
—'.'I said it and I repeat It," yelled 
Senator Simmons, above the hammer- 
ing of the gavel. 


"Of course, a Senator has no pro- 


tection against' one who violates the 
rules of this body unless he 'descends 
to the same level as the violator," 
hurled back Senator La Follette. 
"I 


will not try to characterize the at- 
tack of the Senator from North Caro- 
lina. It would be descending to his 
level. 
But Senators who violate the 


rules in such a manner ought to be 
denied the right of the floor If we 
are going to keep this debate on a 
level of decency." 


Senator La Follette quoted the fig- 
ures submitted by the finance com- 
mittee to show that the steel corpora- 
tion would pay $76,000.000 war profits 
tax under the bill as first reported. 
He announced that he had engaged 
the most reliable statistical bureau he 
could find to work out the results of 
the new amendment of the finance 
committee 
changing the 
basis for 


computing the war profits tax. 
The 
bureau's figures verified the estimates 
of the committee on the original bill, 
but showed that the steel corporation 
would pay only about $39,000,000- un- 
der the- amendment now proposed.

These are contained in the various manuals and regulations 
of the United States Army, to which this course it merely introductory. 


COLO FRUIT PUDDING. 


Two cupfuls stale cake crumbs, one 


cupful cooked prune pulp, one cupful 
whipped cream. 


If possible a few fruit cake crumb* 


sht?u!a be sseiJ !n the tiro rupfuls. Th* 
prunes should be measured after the skin 
and stones have been removed. Mix fruit 
and crumbs till they are like a smooth 
paste, then add cream and beat till well 
blended. 
Turn into a shallow granit* 


pan and stand in a cool place for tbMt) 
hours. Cut into square portions for 
Ing and accompany with whipped cream. 
The prune mixture should not be liquid or 
the pudding will not be stiff enough.

scant cup milk, half cup sugar, two tea- 
spoons baking powder, pinch of salt, flour 
to make rather stlffer than cake batter, 
and two cups of any fruit that ii In »ea- 
son—raspberries, cherries, peaches or ap- 
ples.

THE CAVALRY. 


The cavalry is armed with saber and 


pistol, as well as rifle. 
Sinco the early 


months of the present war there has been 
little opportunity to use cavalry on the 
western front. 
For the most part the 


cavalry forces of European armies have 
been fighting in the trenches as infantry. 


Under these conditions it has been de- 


termined to reorganize several of the 
cavalry regiments of our regular army 
as field artillery. United States cavalry; 
as such. Is not to be used In Europe 
at present. 
Some good judges believe 


that the cavalry will again come Into its 
own before the war is ended, but on this 
question no final opinion can now be 
given. 


The coast artillery, which handles the 


big caliber guns guarding our chief har- 
bors against naval attacks, is a branch 
distinct from the field artillery, which 
handles the smaller guns 
drawn 
by 


horses or motors and moved about with 
the rest of the army. The present field 
guns range In size from 3-inch caliber 
to 4.7 inches. 
The field artillery also! 


handles howitzers, which throw heavy 
shells high Into the air so that they Trill 
fall upon the target at a very steep 
angle.

tion are shrapnel and high explosives. 
The shrapnel is intended to burst In the 
face of the pnrmy ami scatter a Inrse 
number of bullets."

INCREASING IMPORTANCE OF 


ARTILLERY. 


The importance of artillery has been 


waste fruits that are not 


suitable for canning or Jelly making. For 
example, fruit peelings, cores, etc., can 
be used to advantage. In certain seasons 
of the year grapes can be obtained for a 
very moderate price and can be used for 
vinegar making. The University of Cali- 
fornia College of Agriculture recommends 
the following methods: 
A. VINEGAR FROM WHOLE, FRUIT. 
Crush th* fruit thoroughly and heat- It 


almost to boiling. Press It out througli 
a jelly bag or cloth while the fruit is still 
hot 
Allow the Juice to cool over night 


in a quiet place. 
On- the following day- 


add one cake of compressed yeast to each 
three gallons of Juice. 
One yeast cake 


will be enough for three gallons but will 
not be too much for quantities less than 
three gallons. Crush the yeait up In the 
juice so that it is intimately mixed with 
it. A wooden bucket or barrel or a stone- 
ware crock should be used. Do not use 
a kettle that is made of metal to hold the 
juice. Allow the Juice to ferment. This 
will 
take about ten or twelve hours. 


When the fermentation is over, add to 
each three gallons of the fermented juice 
one quart of strong vinegar. If less than 
three gallons is made, add the vinegar-in 
the same proportion. Leave the vinegar 
in an open crock or barrel covering the 
container with cheesecloth to keep out 
Insects- Allow It to stand until it is lour 
enough to use. In making up a second 
lot of vinegar after the first has been 
made, it will be possible merely to fer- 
ment the Juice with the compressed yeast 
as described abore and 
then add one 


quart of the home-made vinegar Instead 
of vinegar that 1» bought at the store. 
Thus the only vinegar to start th* home 
vinegar is the first quart of vinegar. Un- 
der no conditions should the vinegar be 
added to the juice until the yeast fer- 
mentation Is over. The vinegar will kill 
the yeast fermentation and prevent th« 
making of vinegar if It is added before 
the yeast fermentation Is over. The yeast 
fermentation is complete when the liquid 
no longer gives off bubbles of gas and 
when, there Is no longer a taste of sugar.
